HIGHER-UPS TO LOSE

Fourth, that at the close of 
the tertiary (1,250,000 years ago) 
there lived a race, Eoanthropus Daw- 
soni (the dawn-men of Sussex, Eng- 
land) with a brain cube equal to the 
minimum of that of the living Ved- 
dahs, Papuans and native Australians. 
Fifth. that the ratio of human brain 
weight to body weight in quatenary 
time (the last 1,250,000 years) was 
apparently the same as it is today. 
Sixth, that the Trinil race of Java is 
not an ancestral pliocene type, as was 
formerly supposed, but a_ surviving 
mid-phostocen branch, the companion | 
of an early elephant. | 

“The coné@lusion is inevitable that | 
the main cubic evolution of the hu-| 
man brain took place during antece- 
dent tertiary time, and not as: we 
formerly thought, during the quater- 
nary age of man of the glacial period.

The one paramount reason for 
believing that.the London naval con- 
ference of the five greater powers 
will result in substantial naval re- 
ductions Is the fact known to all 
the negotiators that the United 
States controls the naval future of 
them all. Not that we have now 
the dominant navy of the world, but 
that we can have it in a shorter 
time and the most formidable con- 


dition than any one, two, or four’ 


other national navies that can be 
put upon the high seas. 


We have at almost instant com- 
mand the naval experts, designers, 
constructors, outfitters to build 
_whatever war ships we may de- 
mand, and we have the money to 
pay for them c.o.d. and maintain 
them in p. d. q. readiness for what- 
ever call may be made upon them. 

Behind all that we have the uni- 
versal American determination not 
to be overmatched and menaced by 
any power, or combination of pow- 
ers, that might feel’ an interest in 
challenging our prestige and safety. 
The indubitable knowledge of those 
facts will have a determining influ- 
ence upon the thoughts and actions 
of the delegates who will sit around 
the London conference board. Pre-

THEY PACK A LOT OF HEALTH 
HOKUM IN GOOD UNDERWEAR. 

After all, the soap makers are a 
great factor of health for the race if 
they provide just good soap at a rea- 
sonable price. If they should even- 
tually achieve the penetration of the 
unbroken skin, as they threaten to 
do by propaganda, that won’t make 
their soap a bit better and it won't 
improve the health of the race one 
iota. 

At this time of year the ‘underwear 
people become quite audible. One 
might imagine, from the din they keep 
up from Thanksgiving till thé Fourth 
of July, that the change, if any, from 
summer to winter undies involves a 
grave risk to health. 

A decade or two ago when a health 
master’s dictum carried almost as 
much weight as did the diagnosis 
“pronounced” by the doctor of the 
grand old nineties, I advocated light 
weight knitted wool or part wool ma- 
terial for underwear in the winter 
time, with socks or stockings of simi- 
lar weight and texture, on the ground 
that wool is a poor conductor of heat 
and hence a person so encased does 
not experience the sudden changes 
that the circulation has to react to 
when cotton or linen is worn next the 
body in the winter time. 

But the thought. of wearing wool 
next the skin is not attractive, espe- 
cially to those who have a sensitive 
skin and poignant recollections. For 
a time I circumvented that objection 
by suggesting that the fine texture of 
modern wool underwear fabric, with 
its comparative freedoin from sticks, 
stones and similar debris, renders it 
not so terrifying in that respect, or if 
one is so very squeamish about a little 
itching there is available wool under- 
wear having a smooth, soft inner sur- 
face of silk or near silk—but some- 
how all this earnest assurance never 
did sell much underwear. 

Then when I got old enough to have 
some-sense I discovered that a guy 
who spends most of ais time indoors 
can-worry through the winter quite 
comfortably and healthily in the same 
undies he wears in the summer, if only 
he has a wife or somebody who will 
deal with the matter with a firm hand. 

After several winters like that I 
managed to snap out of it, and now I 
am prepared to assert with all the con- 
viction I can command that it doesn’t 
matter at all what kind of underwear 
anybody prefers in winter, so long as 
he wears what he finds most comfor- 
table for his or her particular require- 
ments. And by the same token it 
matters just as little if one doesn’t 
choose to wear any at all to speak of. 

An appeal to popular credulity is 
made by some underwear people whose 
underwear purports to have only silk 
or rayon or something next the skin, 
with a layer of air, which is the best 
insulator, between and weol on the 
outside. he wool can't touch the 
skin, they assert, and having studied 
the material under the microscope I 
believe they are nearly right; at least 
I faney darn little wool would touch 
the skin, even if the garment were 
worn wrong side out. But I believe 
this particular underwear does offer 
the one feature that is desirable in 
underwear—great comfort; especially 
for persons who wish to go constantly 
encased in a very warm, yet very light 
garment.

“I cannot speak too highly of the 
cordiality of the German government 
and people who have facilitated my 
work here in every manner possible,’ 
he said. “I shall always look back 
upon my service in Germany with 
the greatest satisfaction.”

His bony struc- 
ture is basically the same as that of 
ani Moreover, near his tail 
and inside the body are the rudiments 
of hip bones, indicating that at one 
time, perhaps millions of years ago, 
the whale was a four-legged animal.

Pittenger said that the proposal 
came as a surprise to him and assert- 
ed that he would not indorse it with- 
out further information. 

He said there had already been 
much complaint directed at the cus- 
toms, immigration and border patrol 
regulations to the effect that they 
needlessly interfere with persons who 
have lawful business: that takes them 
across the border.

Unexplored ruins of romantic cities 
and roads in Quintanaroo on _ the 
eastern coast of Yucatan described as 
the wildest and | known section 
of the new werld will be studied soon 
by a small group of scientists enthus- 
iastic with the confidence of bringing 
to light secrets of an old civilization. 


With information from the leading 
archaeologists and explorers of the 
Carnegie Institute and the Museum 
of the American Indian in the Heye 
Foundation of New York, the party 
will leave New Orleans January 3 to 
spend most of the winter in what Cap- 
tain Robert R. Bennett, of Washing- 
ton, its leader, says is a section rich 
in the ruins of a cultured civilization.

Or it may be seasoned with rock 
powder hurled by a voleano years ago, 
with acids sprayed in by lightning, 
or the ashes of millions of shooting 
stars that daily flit across the hea- 
vens, 

Dr. W. J. Humphreys, of the Unit- 
ed States weather bureau, Washing- 
ton, today sifted “pure air” before the 
American Meteorological Society, 
meeting with the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science, and | 
found it “pure fiction.” 


“The ocean, through its evaporated 
spray, makes a salt mine of air that 
we breathe,” he said. ‘With every 
breath we inhale millions of micro- 
sticks of micro-stones, 

“From spring to fall we must take 
into our lungs the tons of pulverized 
rock that wjnds sweep up from the 
deserts, bits Of thousands of trees and 
plants, and spores and microbes that 
at everywhere,

DRY AGENTS FROWN 
ON DIVERSION STORY 


CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—(/)—Dry law 
enforcement officials frowned today 
upon reports of a $50,000,000 diver- 
sion of industrial alcohol ultimately 
poured out in the east and west by a 
reputed illicit liquor syndicate. 

The investigation into the reported 
diversion, three Chicago newspapers 
said yesterday, was so widespread in 
scope as to include more than 1,000

Urider Tax-Selling Pressure

NEW YORK, Dee. ‘27.—(#)— 
Prices on the New York Curb Ex- 
change rallied briskly at’ the opening! 
of today’s market and then ran into 
heavy volume of selling which wiped 
out, or cut down, most of the gains, 
and sent a long list of stocks a point 
or more below yesterday's final quota- 
tions. The. sudden reversal in trend 


was due to the apparent inability of 
pool operators to attract an outside 
following, and a resumption of bear 
selling. 

The establishment of a score, or 
more, new low levels for the year, 
largely by obscure specialties, was be- 
lieved to represent selling for the pur- 
pose of establishing income tax losses. 
Included in this list were such stocks 
as, American Laundry Machinery, 
Cuneo Press with warrants, Freed 
Eisemann, Huylers of Delaware pre- 
ferred, Kendall Radio, Metropolitan 
Chain Stores, National Grocery, Penn- 
Mex Fuel, Safety Car Heating and 
Western Grocer, the turnover in most 
cases being small. 

Uncertainty over the extent and 
duration of the business depression, 
widely predicted for the early part of 
next year, is reported to be the chief 
deterrent to bullish operations in the 
market. Little attention is being 


paid, at present, to brokers’ loans or 
money rates. 

Public utilities continue to attract 
the major share of speculative inter- 
est, but rallies in this group, as well 
as in the others, invariably attract 
heavy offerings. Electric Bond 
Share and American Superpower, 
two. of the most active issues, closed 
fractionally lower after having re- 
corded moderate gains in the early 
trading, but Cities Service showed a 
small gain after fluctuating within a 
range of less than 1 point.. American 
Gas & Electric retained all but a 
fraction of its extreme gain of 4.1-2 
points and American & Foreign Pow- 
er warrants closed 2 points higher. 

Aviation shares showed a much 
firmer undertone, Aviation Corpora- 
tion of America, Aviation Securities 
and Fokker all closing about a point 
higher. Oils held fairly steady in 
quiet trading. Investment Trust Hold- 
ing Company and Trading Corporation 
shares were mixed, Tri-Continental 
Allied showing a small gain in re- 
sponse to the stockholders’ approval 
of its merger with Tri-Continental. 

A flurry of buying in Glen Alden 
Coal, which lifted that issue up 8 
points, featured the industrial group. 
Renewal of selling pressure against 
Newmont Mining carried that issue 
down 6 1-2 points. Great Atlantic & 
Pacific Tea broke 15 points and 
Aluminum Company of America ral- 
lied 5 1-2 on a few sales.
